Gates open for reform 


Can the US Secretary of Defense’s spending attack on the military-industry complex succeed 
where predecessor Donald Rumsfeld’s failed? This could be the perfect moment for change 


ecretary of Defense Robert Gates has thrown down 

the proverbial gauntlet to the mighty defence lobby. 
His spending proposals for the fiscal year 2010 budget 
outlined on 6 April - “Bloody Monday” as one pithy 
lawmaker put it — challenge the collective sacred cows 
of the so-called military-industrial complex. From air- 
power to shipbuilding to ground vehicles, Gates is call- 
ing for not just change, but structural reform. 

It is not the first time the US Department of Defense’s 
top civilian leader has attacked the entrenched inter- 
ests of the weapons business. The golden triangle of 
military, industrial and legislative allies that so often 
protects outdated, dysfunctional or redundant weap- 
ons programmes is a reliably formidable opponent. 

Gates might learn as much from the experience of his 
predecessor, Donald Rumsfeld. In late 2004, Rumsfeld 
stunned the defence industry with a $30 billion pack- 
age of spending cuts targeting such high-profile systems

as the Lockheed Martin F-22, C-130J, Joint Common 
Missile, Wind Corrected Munitions Dispenser-Extend- 
ed Range and the Northrop Grumman E-10A. 
Rumsfeld’s proposals were colossal failures. C-130] 
funding was restored by Congress within weeks. The 
F-22 funding cut was initially upheld, but production 
was extended to 2009 to allow the next — and, possibly, 
more friendly — administration to make the final deci- 
sion. (It seems from Gates’s new proposals that Lock- 
heed’s strategists on Capitol Hill were disappointed.)

But their fate may not be revisited upon Gates. In 
politics, personality means something. Gates is a 
holdover from a Republican administration. He is 
widely credited as a strategic — yet pragmatic — thinker. 

While Rumsfeld sprung his ideas on an unsuspect- 
ing Pentagon, Gates formed his strategy while diligent- 
ly consulting the heads of every major service and com- 
batant command. Each proposal has been telegraphed 
in speeches delivered over the past 18 months, bestow- 
ing at least the credibility of consistent thought. 

This budget may defy most political interests, but its 
success will depend on how shrewdly Gates works the 
political process. There are two wars to manage and a 
wide range of security threats to monitor. But Gates 
must invest an enormous amount of energy and time 
into seeing his package of reforms through to fruition. 

Gates may have picked his moment perfectly. Wider 
economic and fiscal issues could restrain lawmakers 
from thwarting Gates’ proposals through earmarks, a 
tactic used without restraint over the past decade.

Make it hurt to fail 


t would be fantastic to wave a magic wand and bring 
performance-based navigation to the globe ina flash. 
In this ideal world, all the just-post-war ground- 
based navigation aids like non-directional beacons, 
VORs, distance measuring equipment, instrument 
landing systems — and all the related on-board receivers 
— would be scrapped, and every phase of every flight 
would be managed using augmented global navigation 
satellite systems backed up by inertial navigation. Sat- 
ellite navigation is the ideal instrument for precision 
area navigation, so out of the window would go all the 
airways, and point-to-point routeing would rule. 
Well, the International Civil Aviation Organisation re- 
solved in 2007 that this should be the aim, and that states 


should have harmonised national plans for performance- 
based navigation implementation by the end of this year. 
Now the aviation community has used a Geneva summit 
on tackling aviation’s part in climate change to sign a 
declaration declaring that they are absolutely behind 
ICAO and committed to accelerate the process of imple- 
menting global performance-based navigation and air 
traffic management. 

The trouble is global air navigation service providers 
are almost all owned by — and their earnings plundered 
by — governments. So nothing happens nationally until 
failure to act hurts a state politically and economically. 
ICAO should set up sanctions.

KEY EXECUTIVES DEPART AER LINGUS AND QANTAS 
RESIGNATION Dermot Mannion has resigned as chief executive of 
Aer Lingus, while Qantas senior executive John Borghetti will leave 
the airline next month after 36 years. Mannion, who was appointed 
four years ago, says his departure from the loss-making airline will 
“allow a new chief executive to bring fresh thinking and new ideas to 
the business”. Borghetti had been seen as a contender to replace 
Geoff Dixon as Qantas chief executive last year, but the job eventu- 
ally went to Alan Joyce. Since then several senior executives have 
departed including former chief financial officer Peter Gregg. 


GARUDA PILOT JAILED OVER 2007 737 CRASH 
IMPRISONMENT An Indonesian court has sentenced a Garuda 
Indonesia pilot to two years in prison for his role in an air crash that 
resulted in 21 deaths. Marwoto Komar was arrested in July 2008 
after the Boeing 737-400 with 140 passengers that he piloted 
crashed on landing at Yogyakarta airport in March 2007. 


HAWKER BEECHCRAFT TO PROVIDE ECLIPSE SUPPORT 
AGREEMENT The Eclipse Owners Group and Hawker Beechcraft 
have signed a non-binding letter of intent under which the manufac- 
turer's service network would provide maintenance and upgrades for 
group members — consisting of individual Eclipse 500 owners. The 
parties are negotiating a “definitive binding agreement”, says the 
group, which says it will negotiate with Hawker Beechcraft to provide 
the needed maintenance and support services to keep Eclipse 500s 
flying if it purchases the assets of Eclipse Aviation. 


NASA SELECTS APOLLO HEAT SHIELD FOR MOON TRIP 
EXPLORATION NASA has selected Avcoat as the material for its 
Orion crew exploration vehicle’s heat shield, 14 months later than 
planned. The Avcoat selected is a reformulation of the Apollo original 
as environmental legislation has since banned some of the 1960s 
ingredients. The space agency had originally baselined Phenolic 
Impregnated Carbon Ablator (PICA), but in subsequent testing it was 
outperformed by Avcoat. 


FINMECCANICA COMPLETES SUKHOI STAKE DEAL 
SHAREHOLDING Finmeccanica subsidiary Alenia Aeronautica has 
finalised its 25%-plus one share stake — valued at €138 million 
($183 million) — in Sukhoi Civil Aircraft. The agreement was disclosed 
in 2005 when Alenia and Sukhoi linked to form a joint marketing ven- 
ture for the Superjet 100, which was established in Venice in 2007. 


BOND SUPER PUMA WRECKAGE RECOVERED 
INVESTIGATION The main wreckage from the Eurocopter AS332L2 
Super Puma (G-REDL) that crashed into the North Sea on 1 April has 
been recovered from the seabed and taken to the UK Air Accidents 
Investigation Branch at Farnborough. All 14 passengers and two 
crew died in the accident. The AAIB says the crew transmitted a 
“brief” mayday call before the helicopter, operated by Bond Offshore, 
lost contact with air traffic control.

Pressure builds 
for single-aisle 
succession plan 


KLM and US Airways urge Airbus and Boeing to get moving 
with their efforts to develop narrowbody replacements 


he gloom surrounding the air- 

line industry has not relieved 
the pressure on Airbus and Boe- 
ing to progress their narrowbody 
succession plans. KLM chief ex- 
ecutive Peter Hartman is urging 
the rivals to clarify their single- 
aisle replacement strategies, while 
US Airways has called for them to 
develop a Boeing 757 successor. 

Hartman says that the onset of 
recession has not slowed KLM’s 
fleet renewal drive: 

“We sent out a tender for 100 
aircraft —it can be easily more. We 
want to know now exactly what 
will be the most likely delivery 
dates of these aircraft and a little 
bit more about the final specifica- 
tions. Both sides are delaying, de- 
laying, delaying. Now we want to 
have clarity.” 

Speaking in Keukenhof in the 
Netherlands during the ceremo- 
nial naming ofa KLM tulip ahead 
of the airline’s 90th birthday, Hart- 
man said that recent experience 
had sharpened the situation’s 
urgency: “In KLM we have one 
bad experience, and that is with 
old Fokker 100s, where we were 
not able to replace them earlier. 
We see that in the end it is almost 
impossible to secure and guaran- 
tee an operational integrity 
because they are too old.” 


He said that KLM wants to 
avoid “running into the same 
risk” with the aircraft that will 
need replacing in 2014-15. “That 
means in fact that you have to 
order tomorrow already. That’s 
why we want to have clarity from 
both: when can you deliver, 
and can you put it on a piece 
of paper?” 

Meanwhile, US Airways senior 
vice-president marketing and 
planning Andrew Nocella is keen 
for a successor to the Boeing 757, 
which it uses extensively on in- 
ternational services. 

“We have asked both manufac- 
turers to design a replacement, al- 
though that could be years away,” 
he says. 

Nocella recently told Flight 
International that the airline 
could retain its 757-200s until 
around 2020. 

US Airways’ latest projected 
fleet shows it ending the year with 
24 757s, down from 39 at the end 
of 2008. Nocella says the airline 
has 13 extended twin-engine op- 
erations-capable 757s available 
for transatlantic flights to Europe 
this summer, and will have 15 it 
can fly in summer 2010. The 15 
757s leaving the fleet comprise 
the majority of the 28 aircraft US

Proposed budget shake-up 
threatens key programmes 


Shock plans for radical revamp of US spending expected to generate fierce lobbying 


S Secretary of Defense Robert 

Gates has proposed sweeping 
defence changes. He wants to ter- 
minate three production lines for 
combat and VIP aircraft, eliminate 
a requirement for combat search 
and rescue helicopters, restart a 
controversial tanker competition 
and scale back a Boeing 747-based 
missile defence system. 

The radical proposals in the fis- 
cal year 2010 budget sent shock- 
waves through the global aero- 
space and defence industry and 
are expected to generate intense 
lobbying from US lawmakers. 

The $533.7 billion budget pro- 
posal sent to the White House for 
approval would stop orders for 
the Lockheed Martin F-22 and 
Boeing C-17, but accelerate fund- 
ing for the Lockheed F-35. 

The FY2010 budget proposal 
would also cancel pending con- 
tracts for new weapons systems 
such as the combat search and res- 
cue helicopter and the transforma- 
tional satellite communications 
system. The Lockheed/AgustaWe- 
stland VH-71A presidential heli- 
copter would also be scrapped, 
along with plans to start develop- 
ing a next-generation bomber. 


Missile defence is among the targets, especially the Airborne Laser 


Gates also proposes to restart 
the politically charged KC-X tank- 
er competition between Northrop 
Grumman/EADS North America 
and Boeing in the third quarter 
after a hiatus of nearly one year. 

The defence secretary says he 
would be open to proposals to ac- 
celerate purchases for a single 
tanker replacement fleet, rejecting 
calls for a split-buy. 

Another major aerospace target 
is in the area of missile defence, 
especially the Boeing YAL-1 Air- 
borne Laser. The first prototype 
will be kept as a research asset, but 


Gates will propose scrapping the 
second planned prototype. 

Gates describes his FY2010 
budget recommendations as seek- 
ing to “institutionalise and en- 
hance our capabilities to fight the 
wars we are in today and the sce- 
narios we are most likely to face in 
the years ahead, while at the same 
time providing a hedge against 
other risks and contingencies”.

Industry signs up to performance-based navigation 


e world’s aviation communi- 

ty has struck a global deal to 

speed the roll-out of next-genera- 

tion satellite-based air navigation 

to help drive efficiency and shrink 
air transport’s carbon footprint. 

Leading industry stakeholders 
signed a declaration calling for the 
rapid deployment of performance- 
based navigation globally at the 
Aviation and Environment Sum- 
mit in Geneva this month. 

The declaration calls upon civil 
aviation authorities to initiate the 
systems jointly, says the Interna- 
tional Civil Aviation Organisation, 
which in 2007 urged all 190 mem-

ber states to have implementation 
plans ready by 2009. 

The system entails a shift to 
more accurate and efficient air- 
craft trajectories by moving away 
from reliance on ground-based 
navigation aids in favour of satel- 
lite-guided area navigation proce- 
dures. By enabling more direct 
routes and more efficient ap- 
proaches and departures, perform- 
ance-based navigation provides 
the potential for substantial reduc- 
tions in fuel burn and emissions. 
It would also enable better access 
to “weather-challenged” second- 
ary or tertiary airports without the 


need to install ground-based pre- 
cision approach aids. 

Qantas and AirServices Aus- 
tralia are developing performance- 
based navigation arrival proce- 
dures for Australian airports. 

The International Air Transport 
Association estimates shorter 
routes could cut carbon emissions 
by 13 million tonnes a year if im- 
plemented globally. An action 
plan for implementing perform- 
ance-based navigation according 
to ICAO criteria has been drawn 
up, and the agency has established 
regional and global task forces. Hi

Predator C takes 
first flight, gains 
funding support 


eneral Atomics Aeronautical 

Systems flew its jet-powered 
Predator C unmanned aircraft 
system for the first time in early 
April, chief executive Thomas 
Cassidy has told Flight Interna- 
tional. The next-generation 
surveillance and attack UAS 
completed the first flight with 
“absolutely no problems”, 
Cassidy says. “It was ready to go 
again right after it landed.” 

Cassidy declines to reveal de- 
tails about the secretive aircraft's 
features or performance. Since 
2005, General Atomics has been 
internally developing the Preda- 
tor C in anticipation of a US Air 
Force requirement for a next-gen- 
eration UAS, but federal funding 
is likely to appear shortly. 

Brian Bilbray, a California con- 
gressman, has asked to insert $26 
million in an unnamed appropri- 
ations bill for the Predator GC, cit- 
ing personal interest from Gen 
David McKiernan, who is com- 
mander of US and international 
forces in Afghanistan. 

“Predator C will provide the 
USAF and other customers with 
an additional covert capability, 
enhanced by much higher opera- 
tional and transit speeds for quick 
response and quick repositioning 
for improved mission flexibility 
and survivability,” Bilbray says. 

It is understood that Duncan 
Hunter, another California con- 
gressman, also plans to submit a 
similar request for government 
funding for the Predator C. 

Cassidy says the first flight, 
originally scheduled for the third 
quarter of last year, was delayed 
by several months due to techni- 
cal and regulatory issues. In 2006, 
he described the Predator C as 
having a new wing-form and 
stealthy features. 

The programme is moving for- 
ward even as the US Department of 
Defense plans to buy at least 66 
MQ-9 Reapers (Predator Bs) over 
the next two years, seeking to es- 
tablish 50 permanent orbits of 
Predator- and Reaper-class UAS.

UK CAA seeks delay to new 
flightcrew licensing rules 


Authority insists European legislation requiring transition by April 2012 is unrealistic 


he UK Civil Aviation Author- 

ity has appealed to the Euro- 
pean Aviation Safety Agency to 
delay the date for the start of new 
flightcrew licensing rules. 

At present European Commis- 
sion legislation requires all EASA 
contracting states to transition 
from the present European flight- 
crew licensing rules (JAR FCL) to 
the legally binding FCL imple- 
menting rules by 8 April 2012. 

The CAA says that date is un- 
realistic, given that many states 
are not yet fully compliant even 
with JAR FCL, and that there are 
national variations among those 
who are compliant. 

FCL implementing rules, 
which are at the notice of pro- 
posed amendment (NPA) consul- 
tation stage, will lay down the 
training and performance stand- 


ards appropriate for the awarding 
of all types of flying licence. Com- 
menting to EASA on the NPA, the 
CAA says: “It would be incorrect 
to assume that states are applying 
JAR FCL 1, 2 and 3 and that tran- 
sition to Part FCL would be seam- 
less. Many states are using earlier 
amendments than used for Part 
FCL and a number have yet to im- 
plement JAR FCL.” 

It adds: “There are also national 
licences with no JAR FCL or Part 
FCL equivalent or issued as devia- 
tions from JAR FCL. All states will 
need to amend current national 
rules for aircraft other than aero- 
planes and helicopters.” The CAA 
recommends EASA applies to the 
EC for permission to extend the 
transitional period, warning that 
failure to do this would cause 
“harm” to the industry. 


Specific points have also been 
made by the CAA. It backs 
EASA’s proposals for a leisure 
pilot licence (LPL) and allowing 
private pilot licence (PPL) hold- 
ers with an instructor’s rating to 
be paid as flying instructors for 
pilots learning to fly up to PPL 
standard. But the authority is 
concerned that some of the train- 
ing and qualification standards 
for instructors preparing pilots 
for professional licences are not 
high enough. 

The CAA also wants the re- 
quirements for courses that take 
pilots to professional levels to be 
a part of the “hard” legislation, so 
as to ensure “uniformity of com- 
petence”, not — as proposed at 
present —to allow more flexibility 
under acceptable means of com- 
pliance guidance.

Italy mobilises air assets for earthquake _ 


talian authorities launched a 

major response effort involving 
multiple helicopters and fixed- 
wing aircraft after the major 
earthquake that hit the nation’s 
Abruzzo region on 6 April. 

Aerial operations have involved 
assets including AgustaWestland 
A109 and Agusta-Bell AB212/412 
helicopters, ATR 42 patrol aircraft 
and Piaggio P180 transports drawn 
from the armed forces, police, 
Carabinieri, customs and firefight- 
ing services and other agencies. 

The Italian army mobilised 
three AB412s, two Boeing CH-47C 
Chinooks and two NH Industries 
NH90 helicopters, plus two Dorn- 
ier 228s. The bulk of these were 
deployed to the earthquake area to 
perform medical evacuation, liai- 
son and surveillance tasks. 

Air force HH-3F search-and- 
rescue helicopters with medical 
teams from Pratica di Mare air 
base were also deployed, while 
one of the service’s Alenia Aero-

nautica C-27J light transports was 
configured with 20 stretchers and 
used to evacuate casualties. 

Two AB212s were used to ferry 
air force personnel and equip- 
ment to reactivate Preturo civil

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long runway. Italy’s ENAV air 
traffic control agency sent a mo- 
bile control tower. 

The Italian Space Agency and 
defence ministry are co-ordinating 
the use of Cosmo SkyMed Earth 
satellites to provide up-to-date im- 
agery of the region.

Funding crisis 
threatens UAV 
integration work 


he UK’s ASTRAEA unmanned 

air vehicle airspace integration 
project should advance into its 
second phase, despite a decision 
by one of its key backers to with- 
draw from the initiative. 

Launched in 2006 under a 
three-year commitment worth £32 
million ($47 million), ASTRAEA 
aims to culminate in 2012 with a 
demonstration UAV flight in non- 
segregated airspace. Funds have 
so far been provided equally by 
the UK government and a consor- 
tium of companies including BAE 
Systems, EADS and Thales. 

Some £4.8 million of the gov- 
ernment’s initial £16 million in- 
vestment was made by its Tech- 
nology Strategy Board (TSB), but 
the body has recently rejected a 
proposal to continue its role. 

“The Technology Strategy Board 
has advised the ASTRAEA consor- 
tiwm that it does not plan to offer 
financial support for the next stage 
of the project,” it says. The deci- 
sion follows “an independent as- 
sessment of all aspects of the pro- 
posal and business case”. 

Feedback has been provided, 
and the TSB says it has offered to 
review any revised proposal. 
However, it “would not be able to 
offer funding until at least 2010”. 

While its withdrawal leaves a 
hole in the budget for ASTRAEA 
2, the TSB notes: “The decision 
does not prevent the consortium 
from seeking public funding from 
other sources, such as the regional 
development agencies and de- 
volved assemblies.”

Gates reinvents US airpower 


Plan would dramatically raise profile of unmanned air systems while slashing hundreds of fighters from inventory 


S Secretary of Defense Robert 

Gates has proposed the most 
sweeping changes to the nation’s 
airpower capability since the end 
of the Cold War. His plan could 
wipe out hundreds of fighters 
from the inventory and dramati- 
cally raise the profile of un- 
manned air systems. 

The most notable change 
would require Lockheed Martin 
to halt F-22A production after 189 
aircraft, including three crashed 
jets, to cap the US Air Force fleet 
at 186. 

Gates also proposes to park the 
250 oldest Boeing F-15s and Lock- 
heed F-16s, which may seem a 
bitter twist for USAF planners. 
USAF officials had floated a pro- 
posal last year to retire as many as 
137 F-15s and 177 F-16s. If their 
goal was to raise funds to extend 
F-22A production, the budgetary 
gamble may have backfired. 

The US Navy’s airpower capa- 
bility would also not be spared. 
Although the USN has argued 
that its carrier battle groups face a 
“fighter gap” starting after 2017, 
Gates has proposed buying 13 
fewer Boeing F/A-18E/F Super 
Hornets than originally planned 
in fiscal year 2010. 

Even plans to accelerate Lock- 
heed F-35 production — the lone

bright spot in the Gates plan for 
traditional airpower — would not 
offset the proposed cuts for other 
programmes. Over the next six 
years, the US Department of De- 
fense would acquire 28 more 
F-35s, but the overall number in 
the programme would remain the 
same at 2,443. 

Gates’s budget plans did not 
single out airpower alone. The 
USN would lose its most ambi- 
tious shipbuilding programme — 
the DDG-1000 destroyer. The 
ground vehicles that form the 
heart of the US Army’s Future 
Combat Systems (FCS) would 
also be eliminated.

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programmes were alone among 
the budget cuts for their lack of 
offsetting increases. While the 
DDG-1000 would be replaced by 
reactivating DDG-51 destroyers, 
and the FCS vehicles would ini- 
tially be backfilled with mine-re- 
sistant ambush vehicles, there are 
no replacements for the losses of 
fighters from the inventory. 

In Gates’s view, the Pentagon is 
over-invested in tactical combat 
aircraft optimised for convention- 
al conflict against a peer-competi- 
tor, a belief he has repeated in 
speeches for more than a year. 

“Every defence dollar spent to 
overinsure against a remote or di- 
minishing risk or, in effect, to run 
up the score in capability where 
the United States is already domi- 
nant is a dollar not available to take 
care of our people, reset the force, 
win the wars we are in, and im- 
prove capabilities in areas where 
we are underinvested and poten- 
tially vulnerable,” Gates says. 

Pentagon leaders instead want 
to rebalance spending on weapon 
systems that can be applied across 
a broad spectrum of conventional 
and irregular threats. 

“I believe these are the right 
choices,” says Gen James Cart- 
wright, vice-chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. “These are going to 
put us in a position of advantage 
as we move into the future.” 
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Gates has forwarded his recom- 
mendations in a $534 billion de- 
fence spending proposal for 
FY2010 to the White House for 
approval. The final budget request 
will then be sent to the US Con- 
gress. Some lawmakers, who 
question the relative austerity of 
the defence bill amid massive 
economic stimulus proposals and 
two armed conflicts, are preparing 
for a major battle. 

But most details about Gates’s 
full proposal to the White House 
are unknown. Only a handful of 
what he estimates as 50 to 60 pro- 
gramme decisions have been re- 
leased, but even those few con- 
tained sparse details. 

A major source of puzzlement 
is Gates’s decisions about the F-35 
programme. He is apparently 
maintaining the current plan to 
raise low-rate initial production 
from 14 aircraft this year to 30 
next year. But Gates has proposed 
to buy 513 F-35s over six years, or 
28 more than is now planned. 

At the same time, Gates says 
the DoD will buy F-35s at a slower 
rate to avoid overwhelming Lock- 
heed’s production system. Al- 
though this would appear to con- 
tradict the acceleration strategy, it 
is possible the production ramp 
would be slowed from FY2011 to 
FY2013, and then back-loaded 
from FY2014 to FY2015. 

The F-35’s budget numbers for 
FY2010 also seem puzzling. Gates 
has proposed spending $11.2 
billion in FY2010, or at least $2.3 
billion more than the current 
plan. It is not clear what all the 
extra funding buys, since the 
number of low-rate initial produc- 
tion aircraft purchased in FY2010 
remains unchanged. Instead, the 
Pentagon may add more flight-test 
aircraft and accelerate flight test- 
ing activity. Ml

Rebel group urges UN to 
consider climate supremo 


Airlines want money from future cap and trade system to fund green aviation technologies 


| rey group of major inter- 
ational airlines is calling for 
aviation to have its own climate 
czar. The carriers want a supremo 
to ensure that some of the money 
raised from a future global cap and 
trade system is pumped back into 
green aviation technologies. 

The renegade Aviation Global 
Deal (AGD) group, which com- 
prises Air France/KLM, British 
Airways, Cathay Pacific and Vir- 
gin Atlantic, has presented the al- 
ternative measure to UN climate 
change negotiators now discuss- 
ing a post-Kyoto global climate 
change deal. 

The group’s members also in- 
clude UK airport operator BAA 
and environmental non-govern- 
ment organisation The Climate 
Group. It says that its framework is 
designed to address international 
aviation’s carbon emissions and 
will set out an “ambitious, equita- 
ble and effective” approach under 
a forthcoming deal to be agreed in 
Copenhagen in December. 

The group’s efforts on the fring- 
es of the UN negotiating session in 


Bonn marks the first time airlines 
have made direct recommenda- 
tions to UN climate change offi- 
cials about how their sector’s car- 
bon dioxide emissions should be 
addressed. 

This input comes, however, 
after leading industry organisa- 
tions converged on the Aviation 
and Environment Summit in Ge- 
neva to reaffirm their support for 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organisation, which is leading ef- 
forts to draft a framework by late 
October in time for Copenhagen. 

Organised by the Air Transport 
Action Group, the summit did end 
with calls on ICAO to “urgently 
renew efforts to recommend an 
appropriate global sectoral frame- 
work” and produce substantive 
proposals by the time its specially 
designated group meets in May. 

The AGD group proposes that: 
M@ Aviation’s carbon emissions 
should be addressed through a 
global sectoral agreement, rather 
than a patchwork of regional initi- 
atives, to avoid carbon leakage and 
maintain a level playing field.

Airbus fairing 
would ease drag 
from big fans 


Ar engineers have applied 
or a US patent on a wing root 


fairing technology. The company 
says the technology can reduce 
the drag penalty that comes from 
installing larger engines on exist- 
ing airframes. 

Speculation has been growing 
that Airbus may be considering 
adopting the larger-diameter Pratt 
& Whitney GTF geared turbofan 
powerplant for an A320 refresh, a 
move that would require the air- 
craft to accommodate the GTF’s 
larger diameter fans. Airbus has 
denied any intent to do so, how- 
ever. The European manufacturer 
undertook 76h of flight-testing 
with the P&W GTF demonstrator 
on its A340-600 development air- 
craft last year. The A340 testing 
included a study engine perform- 
ance through 14 power-on stalls 
and manoeuvring up to 2g. 

Airbus’s patent application, 
submitted on 26 March, says the 
thrust of its fairing technology is 
to improve aircraft performance 
“under diverse flying condi- 
tions”, but that it could also be 
used to boost useful load and 
make the aircraft capable of in- 
creased autonomy. 

The modified wing-root fair- 
ings, also known as central fair- 
ings, include local geometric de- 
formations or bumps and valleys 
along the wing/fuselage interface 
that create pressure waves that 
propagate outward to the wing 
tips, influencing the drag created 
by the engines. Airbus has ana- 
lysed the devices for a range of 
aircraft, including the A320, 
A340 and A380. 

“Tt will be noted that the choice 
of local geometric deformations 
imposed on the fairing surfaces 
makes it possible to reduce the 
aerodynamic drag of the aircraft 
without significantly modifying 
its weight or its manufacturing 
cost,” Airbus says in the patent 
application.

Q1 net sales slump into single figures 


Cancellations almost outweigh orders at Airbus and Boeing amid collapse in new deals, but output remains high 


he global economic crisis has 

struck home with a vengeance 
during the first three months of 
2009. A collapse in sales has 
pushed Airbus and Boeing's com- 
bined net orders into single fig- 
ures, although output remains 
high, matching the levels in the 
first quarter of last year. 

Total net orders for the first 
quarter stood at four aircraft, 
compared with the 683 that were 
accumulated during the same 
period last year. 

Unlike Boeing, Airbus man- 
aged to just scrape into a positive 
order flow, securing eight net 
sales after adjustment for 14 can- 
cellations. Boeing finished the 
quarter with a net order tally of 
minus four, after its 28 new sales 
were offset by 32 787 cancella- 
tions. While four 777s were sold, 
no new orders were recorded for 
the 747, 767 or 787. 

Airbus had been in deficit at 
the end of February, but its March 
activity gave it a positive net 
order flow after securing firm 
agreements for 16 aircraft. During 
the month it secured its biggest 
single deal of the year so far from 
Irish finance house Aircraft Pur- 


chase Fleet, which ordered 10 
A320s. Meanwhile, a two-aircraft 
deal from Korean Air in February 
took A380 orders to 200. 

The Boeing 737 was the 
strongest-selling airliner during 
the first three months, securing 


24 orders, including a deal from 
an undisclosed customer in 
March for five aircraft. 

From a production perspec- 
tive, Boeing’s output showed a 
post-strike rebound, with its 121 
deliveries putting it ahead of its

T-Mobile formalises four-party team 
to offer broadband and telephony 


‘Mobile and VT Miltope, 

ViaSat and TriaGnoSys have 
teamed to offer a Ku-band satel- 
lite broadband and GSM telepho- 
ny service for air transport.

Short supplies hit 
green fuel move 


BA and Rolls-Royce struggle to find sufficient quantities 
of alternatives for RB211-powered 747-400 test flight 


T” prospect of aviation moving 
swiftly to a greener fuel alter- 


native to help reduce its carbon 
footprint looks increasingly doubt- 
ful. The latest blow is British Air- 
ways’ failure to find enough of a 
future fuel type to allow it to con- 
duct initial testing. 

BA last year teamed with Rolls- 
Royce to launch a scientific test 
programme using an RB211 en- 
gine from a BA Boeing 747-400 to 
investigate the viability of alterna- 
tive fuels. Up to four fuels were to 
be selected, through a joint tender 
process, to undergo laboratory and 
rig testing by the end of March. 

Speaking at the Aviation and 
Environment Summit in Geneva, 
BA chief executive Willie Walsh 
told delegates the search had been 
fruitless so far. “Our experience 
showed that we were slightly 
ahead of the production available 
and we were struggling to find the 
60,000 litres [15,830USgal],” he 
said. But he added that later this 
year, R-R was optimistic of secur- 
ing a substantial volume to test in 
a true trial environment on one of 
its own rigs. 

Key criteria for selection are 
suitability, sustainability and in- 
dustrial capability, with evidence 
of the potential for mass produc- 
tion and global distribution. 

Billy Glover, Boeing’s director 
of environmental performance, 
suggested it was the quantity of 
fuel specified that was problemat- 
ic. “What they were asking for was 
a quantity of fuel at the ‘innova- 


tion’ level,” he said. “It’s a no- 
man’s land between laboratory 
test quantities and those that have 
benefited from a production scale- 
up after experimentation.” 

Jason Pyle, chief executive of 
Sapphire Energy, warned dele- 
gates that aviation was “not in the 
debate” compared to other indus- 
tries and risked not being able to 
secure biofuel in the requisite 
quantities in the face of powerful, 
competing interests. 

Sanjay Pingle, president of Te- 
rasol Energy, told the summit: “If 
the industry does not start to en- 
gage in finding new sources of the 
biofuel supply chain, it will still 
be buying alternatives on the same 
terms as it currently buys petrole- 
um-based jet fuel.” 

John Begin, deputy director of 
the International Civil Aviation 
Organisation’s Air Transport Bu- 
reau, said: “If biofuel is to contin- 
ue to be seen as an option, it has to 
come to terms with aspects that 
need to be addressed in a policy- 
making dimension.” 

Begin said a broadly held vision 
needed to be established and com- 
mitment demonstrated, defining 
the amount of fuel required and 
when it was needed. He said the 
industrial scale required also 
needed outlining, public versus 
private rules of engagement laid 
down, and risk-sharing profile and 
mitigation strategies set up.

Russia’s industry champion 


OAK director general Alexey Fedorov has friends in high places and is charged with breathing new life into a failing sector 


hen the Soviet Union col- 

lapsed it brought down 
many once-mighty institutions — 
and few fell as spectacularly as 
Russia’s aerospace industry. 

The social, political and eco- 
nomic turmoil of the 1990s saw 
the industry’s support line of do- 
mestic military spending dry up. 
It was left ill-equipped to fight for 
military and civil business against 
US and European rivals that were 
keen to break into what during 
the Soviet era had been, for all in- 
tents and purposes, protected do- 
mestic markets in satellite states. 

But revival may be in reach. 
Alexey Fedorov, the man charged 
with turning around an industry 
that prime minister and former 
president Vladimir Putin says 
should be a “national champion” 
believes the future could be 
bright. “We have the products to 
compete with any aircraft in the 
world. We will continue to invest 
in our facilities and capabilities to 
become a major player in the glo- 
bal markets once again,” he told 
Flight International at Aero India 
in Bangalore. 

Fedorov has a lot of ground to 
make up. Even in traditional ex- 
port markets, Russian sales have 
faltered. In India, for example, 
Russia was virtually the sole arms 
supplier for several decades, but 
now Israel is number two, and 
last year the USA broke into that 
huge market with New Delhi’s 
purchase of six Lockheed Martin 
C-130J tactical transports and 
eight Boeing P-8I Poseidons. Po- 
tential Russian sales, meanwhile, 
are bogged down by disagree- 
ments over price and workshare.

Fedorov, who was chairman of 
MiG before Moscow consolidated 
illustrious names such as Ily- 
ushin, Mikoyan, Sukhoi and Tu- 
polev into United Aircraft (OAK) 
and appointed him director-gen- 
eral in 2007, says: “We must re- 
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member that for Russia to re- 
emerge, we have to concentrate 
all of our resources, both financial 
and production, in one hand. 

“We have established three 
major wings — military, civil and 
cargo — to come up with the best 
products. We have to focus on the 
job,” he adds. 

A key part of that job is to jug- 
gle the competing interests of 
OAK’s constituent companies, 
which needed some persuasion 
to become part of the group. For 
Fedorov that means both bullying 
and mollycoddling, and fortu- 
nately one of his long suits is po- 
litical clout, which counts for 
much in Russia. Fedorov ulti- 
mately reports directly to Sergei 
Ivanov, Russia’s defence minister 
and deputy prime minister. 

Much hope rests on the civil 
sector, which Fedorov points out 
is five times bigger than the de- 
fence market globally. OAK 
wants to increase the share of its 
revenues from this segment from 
10% to 50% by increasing pro- 
duction by 10-12 times from 2008 
to 2015. 

“OAK must be in the civil busi- 
ness and the Tupolev and Ily- 
ushin design houses are both in- 
volved. We want to develop a 
regional jet, a medium-range sin-

gle-aisle aircraft, and a widebody 
airplane. This is a major effort 
that requires a lot of resources.” 
To call the civil sector chal- 
lenging is an understatement. 
OAK’s hopes in the short term are 
focused on the Sukhoi Superjet 
100 regional aircraft, which has 
yet to be certificated and faces 
stiff competition from established 
rivals Bombardier and Embraer 
and newer ones such as China’s 
AVIC and Japan’s Mitsubishi. 
Plans for the 151- to 180-seat 
MS-21 are still in the early stages. 
Thus for now most revenue 
will continue to come from mili- 
tary products. Russia’s military 
has embarked on a modernisation 
programme and it will continue 
to be OAK’s biggest customer. 
The export market will also be 
crucial for revenues as Russia 
seeks to increase its influence 
over other countries through the 


sale of its military products. 
Much of this is focused on Asia, 
which Fedorov calls OAK’s most 
important market outside Russia. 
“OAK will be involved in every 
major tender. Asia is Russia’s big- 
gest market and we believe in 
helping our friends in the region 
with their requirements,” he says. 
China and India are Russia’s 
two biggest customers, but Indo- 
nesia and Malaysia have also 
bought Russian fighters in recent 
years. Moscow has also been ac- 
tive in Thailand, while Vietnam 
could begin replacing much of its 
fighter fleets in the next decade. 


MODERN TECHNOLOGY 

“We are talking to several 
countries. We have two new 
fighters on offer, the [Sukhoi] 
Su-35 heavy fighter and MiG-35 
medium fighter. These have mod- 
ern technology and thrust vector- 
ing engines, and will be in con- 
tention in several tenders that we 
expect to come up in the region 
in 2011-12.” 

Given that its customers are 
now more demanding, a lot will 
also depend on whether Russia 
can improve its customer sup- 
port. “Customer support is im- 
portant and we are forming spe- 
cial service centres for this,” says 
Fedorov. “For example, we plan 
to combine Sukhoi and MiG serv- 
ice centres to help our partners. 
The government has also given us 
the right to supply the spare parts 
directly to our customers. This is 
an important step for us.” 

Fedorov, who speaks perfect 
English and is constantly on the 
road meeting potential customers 
personally, is clear about the 
challenge he faces: “We under- 
stand that no market can be won 
without a tough competition and 
we are prepared for that. We will 
put up a good fight.”

France checks on 
C-17 availability 


Paris seeks interim solution to transport requirement as 
contractual dispute continues to delay A400M order 


is believed to have re- 
quested pricing and availabil- 
ity data on Boeing’s C-17 strategic 
transport to bridge a capability 
gap caused by development 
delays to the Airbus Military 
A400M. 

French defence ministry offi- 
cials wrote to the US Air Force on 
25 March enquiring about a pos- 
sible future acquisition of three 
C-17s, says an industry source. It 
is unclear whether Paris might 
seek a direct purchase or interim 
lease agreement. 

“There is an operational gap 
for military transport and the 
French defence ministry is study- 
ing all the transitional solutions,” 
the nation’s DGA procurement 
agency told Flight International 
ina 2 April statement. “The C-17 
is one of them, but there are sev- 
eral other options and nothing is 
decided at the moment.” Boeing 
declines to comment on France’s 
reported interest in the type. 

Confirmation that the DGA is 
studying other aircraft may en- 
courage Boeing and _ possibly 
Lockheed Martin, but the agency 
stresses: “The French defence 
ministry is determined to find a 
good solution to continue the 
A400M programme.” 

The French air force has 50 
A400Ms on order, and is sched- 
uled to take delivery of the pro- 


gramme’s first production exam- 
ple no sooner than mid-2012. The 
type had originally been expected 
to replace its 51 Dassault-Breguet 
C160 Transall transports from 
later this year. 

The A400M remains the sub- 
ject of a contractual dispute be- 
tween EADS-led Airbus Military 
and Europe’s OCCAR procure- 
ment agency, which represents 
launch customers Belgium, 
France, Germany, Luxembourg, 
Spain, Turkey and the UK. 

Late last month, EADS said it 
“remains fully committed to the 
construction of the A400M”, but 
repeated an earlier assertion that 
its current fixed-price contract 
“does not provide the necessary 
conditions for the successful de- 
velopment of the programme”, 

The company, which previ- 
ously suggested that its custom- 
ers could use Airbus A330 trans- 
ports and “other airplanes” to 
provide interim services until the 
delayed model is ready, also 
urged the nations to accept a 
three-month moratorium period 
proposed by OCCAR to resolve 
the crisis. 

The UK has already voiced in- 
terest in expanding its six-strong 
C-17 fleet, or in leasing or buying 
additional Lockheed C-130Js 
because of production delays to 
its 25 A400Ms.

USAF sparks return to 
production for Maverick 


aytheon is to restart produc- 

tion of its nearly 30-year-old 
AGM-65 Maverick air-to-ground 
missile after a resurgence in de- 
mand from the US Air Force. 

The service had allowed its la- 
ser-guided Maverick inventory to 
dwindle, but the missile’s rela- 
tively low-yield effect and ex- 
treme accuracy has again made it 
popular as a close air support 
weapon, says Mark Larson, a 
Raytheon business development 
manager. 

Raytheon facilitated the trans- 
fer of US Navy-owned AGM-65Es 
to the USAF stockpile before the 
decision to restart production. It 
will now replace obsolete guid- 
ance and control components on 
about 450 Mavericks using up- 
graded parts, delivering im- 
proved AGM-65E2s within 20 to 
24 months. The air force’s con- 
tract also provides engineering 


support to restart the production 
of missile bodies at a later date, if 
required. 

Raytheon says the new order 
should not reduce demand for 
the replacement Joint Air-to- 
Ground Missile AGM) now in 
competition between it and a 
Boeing/Lockheed Martin team, 
due to differing requirements. 

JAGM will feature a semi-ac- 
tive laser seeker and have a global 
positioning/inertial navigation 
system antenna and a millimetre- 
wave radar to allow it to strike 
moving targets in any weather. 
The new weapon should also 
have a range of 45km (24.3nm) 
after firing from a fixed-wing air- 
craft, compared with about 
24.1km for the Maverick.

Many bids expected for US Navy and US Marine Corps’ STUAS 


he US Navy and US Marine 

Corps have launched bidding 
for their small tactical unmanned 
aircraft system (STUAS)/Tier II 
contract, and the requirement 
will attract many competitors. 

To fly at medium altitude for a 
maximum of 10h, the up to 68kg 
(1501b) STUAS will use its cam-

The type, which will re- 
place the contractor-operated 
Boeing/Insitu Scan Eagle system, 
could later be armed and gather 
signals intelligence data. 
Potential bidders include BAE

and Raytheon/Swift Engineering. 
Other known candidates include

First USAFE C-130J lands at Ramstein 


The first Lockheed Martin C-130J tactical transport to be permanently 
assigned to a US Air Forces in Europe (USAFE) squadron was delivered 
during a 7 April ceremony at Ramstein air base in Germany. To be as- 
signed to the 37th Airlift Squadron, 86th Airlift Wing, the stretched-fuse- 
lage C-130J-30 will be followed by a further nine aircraft this year, with 
the unit’s remaining four examples to arrive during 2010 as replace- 
ments for its current C-130Es. Citing the Hercules’ current role in sup- 
porting the USA’s “global war on terror”, plus humanitarian operations 
around the world, USAFE commander Gen Roger Brady says: “The 
C-130J will give us an even greater capacity to perform those mis- 
sions.” The European-based aircraft are also expected to support the 
actvities of the US Africa Command. C-130Js are already in use in 
Europe with the air forces of Denmark, Italy, Norway and the UK.

Company in discussions with USAF to complete integration with F-L5C fighter, as MDA funding comes under fire 


L ockheed Martin has proposed 
a $137 million plan to devel- 
op and integrate an air-launched 
version of the MIM-104 Patriot 
advanced capability-3 (PAC-3) 
missile on the US Air Force’s 
Boeing F-15C fighters. 

The US Missile Defense Agen- 
cy (MDA) in 2007 began funding 
an air-launched PAC-3 develop- 
ment to prosecute ballistic mis- 
siles in their boost and terminal 
phases, although the air-launched 
hit-to-kill (ALHTK) interceptor 
could also be capable of shooting 
down cruise missiles. 

The MDA is reportedly facing a 
nearly $2 billion budget cut next 
year, and boost phase pro- 


grammes could be a particular 
spending target. However, Lock- 
heed believes another US military 
sponsor would step forward to 
complete development and inte- 
gration activities, says Glenn 
Haskins, its ALHTK programme 
manager. The company is in talks 
with USAF headquarters staff to 
obtain funding support, while the 
concept also has the support of 
the US Pacific Command’s 13th 
Air Force, he adds. 

Lockheed has demonstrated 
the PAC-3’s air-launched capabil- 
ity to the US Northern Command 
using a live, flying F-15C and a 
simulated missile launch and suc- 
cessful intercept, Haskins said on 


the sidelines of a missile defence 
forum sponsored by the Marshall 
Institute in Washington DC. 

The ALHTK weapon features 
only software changes to the 
ground-launched Patriot. The 
canister-housed missile would be 
dropped from an F-15 pylon 
which usually carries an external 
fuel tank, before opening to re- 
lease and launch the 5.2m (17ft)- 
long interceptor against its target. 

Integrating the PAC-3 would 
require the USAF to upgrade car- 
rier F-15Cs with an infrared 
search and track (IRST) sensor to 
follow targets at exo-atmospheric 
altitude, says Haskins, who be- 
lieves the service is likely to equip 


the fleet with the pods for other 
reasons. Singapore’s new F-15SGs 
have IRST sensors, but the MDA 
has also contracted Lockheed to 
develop a similar system for the 
ALHTK programme. 

Lockheed’s plan could come to 
fruition within 29 to 33 months if 
approved. Haskins says other US 
programmes have also become 
interested in the air-launched 
PAC-3 concept, including the air 
force’s Lockheed F-22 fighter and 
the navy’s Boeing P-8A Poseidon 
maritime patrol aircraft. Ml

key expects to make a 
decision in its general pur- 
pose helicopter competition in 
June, having increased its cross- 
service requirement from 78 to 
115 aircraft. 

AgustaWestland and Sikorsky 
are battling to secure the deal, re- 
spectively offering the AW149 
and a T-70 derivative of the S-70 
Black Hawk. 

Ankara’s defence industries 
undersecretariat (SSM) says the 
selected helicopter will be pro- 
duced by Turkish Aerospace In- 
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dustries, with the company to 
undertake all manufacturing ac- 
tivities beyond the programme’s 
78th aircraft. 

Launched in late 2007, the 
competition originally sought a 
maximum of 54 aircraft for 
the Turkish air force, army and 
navy, but this total was later 
expanded as a result of the na- 
tion’s increased army aviation 
requirements. 

The SSM has decided to 
again increase the project to 115 
helicopters, including 20 for 


the police, 11 for the coastguard 
and six for the navy. Naval 
rotorcraft will be delivered with 
additional equipment above the 
common standard, and coast- 
guard aircraft may also arrive in 
this standard. 

Turkey has also confirmed its 
interest in acquiring General 
Atomics’ Predator A/B  un- 
manned aircraft systems. The 
SSM says six MQ-1 Predators and 
MQ-9 Reapers will be requested 
via the USA's Foreign Military 
Sales mechanism. 


The Turkish government has 
already sent a letter of request to 
its US counterpart for the equip- 
ment, and a letter of agreement is 
expected to be signed in July. 

Meanwhile, Israel Aerospace 
Industries has delivered the 
Turkish air force’s first two Heron 
medium-altitude, long-endur- 
ance unmanned air systems to 
Batman air base.

Crisis could see air force retire its AMX strike aircraft early and thin Eurofighter procurement, warns deputy chief-of-staff

he Italian air force could face a 

near-term degradation of its ca- 
pabilities — and these could in- 
clude a cut to its combat and train- 
ing aircraft fleets — because of a 
rapid and dramatic contraction to 
its training, maintenance and op- 
erational funding. 

Air force deputy chief-of-staff 
Gen Giuseppe Bernadis says 
Rome’s three-year defence budget 
law for 2009-11 “could have dra- 
matic results on operational capa- 
bilities if additional funding, such 
as that approved in 2009 by the 
Parliament for out-of-area opera- 
tions, isn’t added in the following 
budget years”. 

He adds: “If further contrac- 
tions in the operational resources 
continue, we see the concrete risk 
to dismiss one frontline aircraft 
component, possibly the [Alenia 
Aeronautica/Embraer] AMX.” 

The service’s training assets are 
also likely to be affected, with this 
only partially compensated by the 
use of simulators. Bernadis says 
that the spending reduction trend 
could require short-term reduc- 
tion of the Alenia Aermacchi MB- 
339 fleet, which would also affect 
the Frecce Tricolori display team. 
However, the Galatina flying 
school has been converted to at- 
tract international customers, and 
Bernadis says cadets from Algeria 
and Greece could undergo in- 
struction this year. 


REORGANISATION 
The air force’s command and sup- 
port infrastructure was reorgan- 
ised last year. This concentrated 
combat aircraft and air defence 
batteries under one command; 
transport aircraft, search-and-res- 
cue and combat SAR forces in an- 
other; and special forces and 
ground protection units, includ- 
ing a dedicated special forces sup- 
port helicopter unit, in a third. 

In the past three years, the air 
force has reduced its annual fly- 
ing hours from more than 116,000

to just below 87,500 in 2008. And 
based on the latest budget reduc- 
tions, it envisages operating two 
combat types in the medium to 
long term, with around 100 each 
of the Eurofighter Typhoon and 
Lockheed Martin F-35 Joint 
Strike Fighter. 

“The current [Panavia] Tornado 
and AMX fleets, respectively of 
around 95 and 65 aircraft, will be 
progressively reduced by 2014 to 
50 aircraft in each component. 
These will be gradually replaced 
in the following years by the JSF,” 
Bernadis says. 

Around 60 conventional take- 
off and landing F-35As and 40 
short take-off and vertical landing 
F-35Bs will be acquired, with the 
latter to be fielded first to re-equip 
two AMX squadrons, he adds. 

As for Italy’s programme com- 
mitment to buy 121 Eurofighters, 
Bernadis says: “The fundamental 
point of reference is our fixed 
price cap. Within this limit we ex- 
pect to be able to acquire around 
100 aircraft, which will have pri- 
mary air defence and secondary 
air-to-ground capabilities.” 

The type now provides round- 
the-clock air defence cover from 
Gioia del Colle and Grosseto air 
bases, while continuing Tranche 3 
contract negotiations also involve 
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Germany, Spain and the UK. 

In the transport sector, “the 
long-delayed delivery of the first 
or couple of [four] Boeing 767 
tankers is expected to actually 
begin at the end of 2009”, Ber- 
nadis says. Air force crews are 
preparing for the type’s delayed 
availability using a 767 provided 
at no cost by Boeing. 

The service will also by mid- 
year receive its last of 12 Alenia 
Aeronautica C-27]s, with the tacti- 
cal transport having made a suc- 
cessful operational debut in Af- 
ghanistan between September 
2008 and January 2009. 

General Atomics Predator A 
unmanned air vehicles have 
logged over 4,250 flight hours in 
Afghanistan and Iraq, and are now 
being upgraded. “We expect to re- 
ceive the first of four Predator Bs 
by the end of 2009,” Bernadis 
says, with initial operational capa- 
bility to be declared in 2010 with 
three aircraft. 

Meanwhile, an agreement was 
recently made with air traffic con- 
trol and safety agencies to expand 
controlled areas and flight corri- 
dors for UAVs in Italy. This will 
gradually allow unmanned plat- 
forms to fly between Amendola 
and Decimomannu air bases, ex- 
panding training activities and 
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providing maritime surveillance, 
Bernadis says. 

The defence ministry is mean- 
while looking to replace the air 
force’s lone Alenia Aeronautica 
G222VS signals intelligence air- 
craft with two new intelligence, 
surveillance and reconnaissance 
platforms, which Bernadis says 
will be “based on [Gulfstream] 
G550 aircraft”. Dubbed the joint 
airborne multi-sensor multi-mis- 
sion system, the acquisition is 
awaiting parliamentary approval. 

Four ATR 72MP maritime pa- 
trol aircraft are already on order to 
replace some of the service’s Das- 
sault-Breguet ATL-1 Atlantics by 
2012. However, these are consid- 
ered gap-fillers pending the arrival 
of amore capable platform. 

Another important acquisition 
centres on recapitalising the air 
force’s CSAR/SAR helicopter 
component. “The contract for the 
first two CSAR-equipped Agus- 
taWestland AW101s with new 
engines, avionics and self-protec- 
tion capabilities is expected to be 
awarded by the end of 2009,” 
says Bernadis, with 12 to be 
delivered by 2014. A proposed 
lease arrangement to replace its 
Agusta-Bell AB212s — with 
AW139/149s is also under “de- 
tailed evaluation”, he says. 

All contracts for new aircraft 
will include the provision of on- 
site maintenance and support 
services for at least a five-year pe- 
riod, Bernadis notes, “to prevent 
following budget axes”. 

The air force’s next purchase is 
likely to be a pending deal for 15 
Alenia Aermacchi M-346 ad- 
vanced jet trainers, which Ber- 
nadis expects to be finalised in the 
first half of this year. Italy will be 
the first customer for the type, also 
recently selected by the United 
Arab Emirates for a 48-aircraft 
requirement. i

Bombardier sees 
white tails surge 
as market slumps 


Canadian airframer’s stockpile of unsold new and used 
business jets balloons to 48 aircraft worth $448 million 


Boece inventory of un- 
sold “white tails” surged 
from three to 19 business jets in 
the fourth quarter of fiscal year 
2008-9 as the corporate aircraft 
market declined faster than the 
company’s ability to respond. 

Nineteen new aircraft and 29 
pre-owned aircraft valued at $448 
million remained unsold for the 
quarter ended 31 January. The 
sudden spike adds further pres- 
sure upon Bombardier’s efforts to 
recover from a downward spiral- 
ling business jet market. 

Guy Hachey, president and 
chief operating officer of Bombar- 
dier Aerospace, told analysts on 3 
April that the two key drivers of 
business jet sales — corporate 
profits and aircraft utilisation — 
have declined. 

For several of the 19 “white 
tail” aircraft, customers suddenly 
were unable to afford them upon 
delivery despite already placing 
significant deposits. 

“People can’t afford to take 
them at the last minute. This is 
the kind of market we’re in,” says 
Pierre Beaudoin, Bombardier 
president and chief executive. 

At the same time, about 60- 
70% of the world’s business jet

fleet is on the market, dramati- 
cally affecting prices for new and 
used aircraft. 

Bombardier was forced to take 
a write-down on the 29 pre- 
owned aircraft. The company ac- 
quired the aircraft at market pric- 
es as trade-ins for new sales, but 
was unable to sell them before 
their values plunged amid a sud- 
den glut of unsold business jets 
on the market. “The market has 
been moving faster than the mar- 
gin we have, so we did have to 
make an adjustment from one 
quarter to another,” Hachey says. 

In response, Bombardier has 
conducted a “deep-dive” analysis 
of its current backlog, seeking to 
move up customers who want jets 
earlier. Their purchases could re- 
place orders by earlier customers 
who can no longer afford them. 

“We are looking deep into our 
backlog and making those trade- 
offs,” Hachey says. But he admits 
that the outlook for the business 
jet market is far from certain. 

“To tell you I have clear visibil- 
ity several months ahead, I would 
be disingenuous,” Hachey says, 
who hopes the market “will pick 
up, but, ifthe market requires, we 
will take decisive action”. Hl 


Korean Air orders CJ1+ for training 


Korean Air has ordered two Cessna Citation CJ1+ business jets for 
advanced pilot training, supplementing the South Korean carrier's fleet 
of Cessna Citation Ultras that have been in service since 1995. The 
SeouLbased carrier will take delivery of the aircraft in the third quarter 
of 2009 and base them at its pilot training centre at Jeju. Korean Air 
joins German airline Lufthansa and the Civil Aviation Flight University of 
China in selecting the Citation CJ1+ for advanced pilot training, says 
Cessna. The Williams FJ44-1AP-powered light cabin business jet will 
have a special centre-mounted instructor/observer seat just behind the 
two pilot seats to provide a more robust training environment, according 


to the airframer. 
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Asian business aviation 
association goes it alone 


e Asian Business Aviation 
Association (AsBAA) plans to 
press on with its strategy for Asia, 
starting with a collaboration on 
Asian Aerospace 2009 to be held 
in Hong Kong in September. 

The move follows the decision 
this year by the US-based Nation- 
al Business Aviation Association 
to cancel February’s annual Asian 
Business Aviation Convention 
and Exhibition because of the 
global economic crisis. 

ABACE is organised jointly by 
the NBAA and the AsBAA, but it 
is not clear if the event will return 
next year and the AsBAA says it 
is keen to promote events to plug 
the gap. 

“Our mission is to promote 
business aviation in the region. 
That is why we are working with 
Asian Aerospace to provide a net- 
working platform and a dedicated 
conference for the industry in 
September,” says Chuck Woods, 
chairman of the AsBAA. “If the 
NBAA believes in Asia and de- 
cides to come back to the region 
and support it, we will work with 
them. But if they decide they do 
not want to be in Asia, we will go 
ahead without them.” 

Asia’s business aviation mar- 
ket has grown rapidly from a low 
base over the past few years, but 
this has stopped as potential buy- 
ers have held back because of the 
global economic crisis. Mirroring 
the international situation, the 
charter business has also slowed 


as companies have reduced ex- 
ecutive travel to cut costs. 

Part of the ASBAA’s problem is 
that it is still finding its feet after 
being reformed in 2004 after sev- 
eral years of dormancy. Some in 
the Asian business aviation com- 
munity say that it focuses too 
much on China and is not repre- 
sentative of the entire Asian re- 
gion, including key markets such 
as India and South-East Asia. 

It has also found it hard to sign 
new members and persuade ex- 
isting ones to be more involved. 
Woods, also chief executive of 
Macau-based Jet Asia, says the as- 
sociation has 50 members, al- 
though some have dropped out in 
the past 12 months. He says it has 
also been difficult to fund a full- 
time administrator, although he 
adds that the AsBAA’s dormant 
website will be shortly revived. 

Woods says the association has 
succeeded in demonstrating the 
value of corporate jets to regional 
economic growth. It will contin- 
ue to promote increased educa- 
tion about the industry, moving 
from the direct lobbying model 
used by the NBAA in the USA. 

“Direct lobbying approaches as 
they are used in the USA would 
conflict culturally with the Asian 
concept of ‘guanxi’ or ‘relation- 
ships’, which require more time 
to build,” he says.

Aero rises above 
the recession to 
pull in the crowds 


Europe’s biggest general aviation show exceeds organiser’s 
expectations and will become an annual event 


A” Friedrichshafen — Eu- 
rope’s largest general aviation 
show — threw open its doors from 
2-5 April to a community reeling 
from the global financial melt- 
down and battling one of the 
worst economic recessions in 
history. 

But despite the fiscal gloom, 
the mood at the show — located 
on the German shore of Lake Con- 
stance — was defiant. Exhibitor 
numbers were up and visitors 
flocked to the event in greater 
numbers than ever. 

The show “surpassed expecta- 
tions”, says its organiser, and 
Aero project manager Thomas 
Grunewald adds: “With 625 ex- 
hibitors - 12% more than at the 
last show in 2007 —and a 3% hike 
in visitors to more than 46,400, 
we don’t have the impression that 
the recession had any influence 
on this show and we hope Aero 
2009 gave a positive signal for the 
global GA industry.” 


HUMBLE BEGINNINGS 

The exhibitor and visitor figures 
and the nature of Aero 2009 area 
far cry from the show’s humble 
beginnings more than two dec- 
ades ago. “The change has been 
huge,” says Grunewald. The first 
Aero consisted mainly of gliders 
and light aircraft, as well as some 
model aircraft, he says. 

“The largest step in the devel- 
opment of the show was the move 
to the new grounds adjacent to 
the airport of Friedrichshafen. 
Aero’s spectrum is now huge — 
from parachutes to ultralight 
aircraft to sports aircraft to 
business jets.” 

Aero has successfully drawn 
most GA manufacturers and ven- 
dors away from the traditional 
European aviation venues — nota- 
bly the Berlin, Farnborough and 
Paris air shows — and the hubris 


felt by the show organiser is man- 
ifested in its decision to transform 
Aero from a biannual to an annu- 
al event from this year. 

This decision is supported by 
the industry as niche regional 
shows become a vital business 
magnet for attracting dedicated 
buyers. “Over 60% of our exhibi- 
tors said they will support the an- 
nual cycle of Aero,” says Grune- 
wald. “It’s not just another show 
—it’s Europe’s most important GA 
trade show. We believe that the 
global GA industry needs a speak- 
ing tube and a platform to be 
heard. By having an annual Aero, 
the global GA industry will have

the possibility to discuss and to 
solve their problems and to fight 
threatening restrictions.” 

Hot topics for discussion this 
year included European airport 
and airspace access, new pilot li- 
censing proposals and the intro- 
duction of new environmentally 
led technologies such as engines 
and fuels. 

Manufacturers across the avia- 
tion spectrum were in full swing 
during the four-day event. Em- 
braer — exhibiting for the second 
time with its super-midsize Lega- 
cy 600 — says Aero’s success is 
largely down to the diversity of 
the show and its ability to market 
itself successfully to Europe’s 
owner-flyer community. Peter 
Kaiblinger, Embraer’s sales direc- 
tor for Europe, Middle East and 
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Exhibitor and visitor numbers were both up significantly this year 


Africa, says that although the eco- 
nomic climate is tough, there is 
still a great deal of interest in new 
aircraft and Europe represents a 
hugely significant market for 
manufacturers. 

This view is supported by 
show newcomer Hawker Beech- 
craft, which displayed its Premier 
I and Hawker 750 business jets 
and King Air twin B200 twin 
turboprop. “Europe is a key mar- 
ket and [niche] regional air shows 
like Aero have become an impor- 
tant. way of attracting 
regional customers,” says the 
manufacturer. 

Cessna displayed its largest- 
ever product line-up, covering a 
range of piston singles — includ- 
ing the Corvalis 400TT, which 
made its show debut hot on the 
heels of its European approval. 
Cessna also brought its Caravan 
single-engined turboprop and Ci- 
tation business jets, including the 
CJ3, XLS+ and another Aero deb- 
utant, the midsize Sovereign. 

“The show was a conspicuous 
success,” says the airframer. “We 
were very pleased with the vol- 
ume of visitors, particularly in 
the first three days. Our impres- 
sion was that it was far busier 
than when we last participated 
two years ago.” 

Light aircraft manufacturers 
Cirrus and Diamond displayed 
their full line-up — including the 
first Austro AE300-powered 
DA40, DA42 and DASO piston 
singles — while Daher-Socata 
showed off its latest TBM 850 
single-engined turboprop for the 
first time. 

Aero organisers have worked 


to broaden the show’s appeal and 
to expand the visitor and exhibi- 
tor tallies. Grunewald stresses: 
“We strive to enhance Aero as the 
global platform for the presenta- 
tion of new products in all seg- 
ments of GA.” 

This year saw the introduction 
of the E-Flight-Expo and helicop- 
ter exhibition — two individual 
hangars dedicated to alternative 
propulsion concepts and _ro- 
torcraft, respectively. A separate 
exhibit dedicated to the used air- 
craft market was also created. 


DELAYED VISION 

Outside the exhibition halls, Cir- 
rus announced a delay in its new 
aircraft development timetable 
while it awaits signs of global 
economic recovery. Certification 
of the SF50 Vision — formerly the 
SJ50 Vision — has been pushed 
back from late 2010 to 2012. 

The Duluth, Minnesota-based 
general aviation aircraft manufac- 
turer also said development of its 
SRS light sport aircraft “is under 
review” and it expects to decide 
on the two-seat aircraft’s future 
within a month. 

The administrator for insolvent 
German aircraft engine manufac- 
turer Thielert Aircraft Engines is 
to form a separate company dedi- 
cated to global sales and market- 
ing of the Centurion diesel engine 
and spare parts. 

The administrator also said it 
is “not in a hurry” to sell the be- 
leaguered Thielert, which became 
insolvent a year ago.

Ares, Altair hard work begins 


First phase of development about to get under way for NASA’s son of Saturn V and new lunar lander 


esign contracts for NASA’s 

Ares V cargo launch vehicle 
(CaLV) and its Altair lunar lander 
payload are to be awarded over 
the next few days and weeks. 

Both are key to NASA's plan to 
go to the Moon from 2020, and at 
the Space Foundation’s National 
Space Symposium in Colorado 
Springs from 30 March-2 April, 
Boeing, Lockheed Martin, Pratt & 
Whitney Rocketdyne and North- 
rop Grumman told Flight Interna- 
tional about how they could be 
engineered. 

“There is no great advantage of 
dry composite structures on the 
core stage,” says Lockheed Space 
System’s exploration systems 
vice-president, Ronald Wetmore, 
referring to Ares V’s second stage. 
Composites are thought to save 
weight and improve perform- 
ance, and Wetmore was referring 
to a NASA/industry study that 
preceded the Ares V bids. The 
rocket’s superstructure, without 
propellant tanks, is deemed to be 
dry. The tanks are wet, because 
they hold fuel and oxidisers. 

The study also investigated 
making the tanks composite, but 
“that could require more devel- 
opment time than we have”, says 
Jim Chilton, Boeing Exploration 
Launch Systems vice-president 
and Ares I upper stage produc- 
tion programme manager. 

Wetmore thinks the core can be 
made of aluminium lithium and 
be competitive with a composite 
version’s mass, while a largely 
composite Ares V EDS would be 
beneficial because “you take it all 
the way to orbit”. 

For the design contracts (see 
box), Wetmore says NASA wants 
to have two awardees for each 
rocket element. 

But the core and EDS engines 
are not included. They are being 
developed with P&WR, which 
says requirements have been dis- 
cussed only for the core stage’s 
RS-68B engine. For Ares V’s elec- 
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Ares V cargo launch vehicle poses many technical challenges for NASA 


tronics, Lockheed, which is de- 
veloping the avionics for the Ares 
I payload — the Orion crew explo- 
ration vehicle — is arguing for 
common systems. 

Lockheed might win the argu- 
ment if NASA decides that can- 
nibalising Altair’s descent mod- 
ule for spare parts is beneficial. Its 
avionics could be used for rovers 
and habitats. This is an option for 


NASA and the contractors that 
win its conceptual design con- 
tracts. In any case, Altair will take 
power and interact with the EDS 
and Orion. 

Final decisions to cannibalise 
modules may stretch into the 
next decade. “By June 2010, we 
will know pretty much what Al- 
tair will look like,” says Bob 
Davis, Northrop Grumman aero- 


space systems business develop- 
ment director. 

Northrop expects NASA to 
award three design contracts. 
Whoever wins will start with the 
agency’s latest concept, an 8.8m 
(28.8ft)-wide flatbed descent 
module with ascent stage. 

But nothing is ruled out and 
Davis knows a side loading 
lander is possible, although its 
width means it has to be launched 
vertically on Ares V. Another 
radical option is toroidal propel- 
lant tanks instead of cylindrical. 

It is early days for Altair and 
Ares V, but in March, NASA and 
a group of companies started a 
lunar systems risk reduction 
study to examine Moon opera- 
tions after the lander has landed. 

That should end in June and it 
will, says Davis, “influence Altair 
further down the road”.

NASA to place design contracts by June 


NASA is to place multi-million- 


dollar design contracts with multi- 


ple companies by June for its 
Ares V cargo launch vehicle and 
Altair lunar lander. The Ares V will 
launch the Altair for a return to 
the Moon in 2020. 

NASA had told industry that 
the Ares V design support con- 
tract awards announcement 
would be in the first week of April, 
with work beginning on 9 April. 
NASA created five work packages 
for Ares V design support. The 
packages follow the different ele- 
ments of the vehicle — its shroud, 
or fairing; the Earth departure 
stage; the avionics; and the core 
and first stages. 

The first stage is two solid- 
rocket boosters. These work 


package awards are deemed 
phase one of a two-stage proc- 
ess and the second will be the 
awarding of the design, develop- 
ment, test and evaluation 
(DDT&E) contracts in the first 
quarter of 2012. DDT&E 
contracts will see the rocket’s 
development through to its 
deployment. 

Phase one is to have fixed- 
price contracts for each of the 
work packages. For the Earth de- 
parture stage and the core, each 
contract is worth $20.5 million, 
the first-stage award is $13.7 
million and for the avionics and 
the shroud, companies will get 
$6.85 million each. 

By June, NASA’s Altair project 
office expects to place awards for 


its conceptual design contract. 
According to a December 2008 
pre-proposal conference presen- 
tation, multiple conceptual de- 
sign contracts worth at least 
$42.2 million over four years are 
to be awarded. 

This year and 2010 will see 
“base awards” of $1.6 million 
and $5.6 million, respectively. 
This work will see companies col- 
laborate with the Altair project 
office on the lander’s design. 
Then, in 2011 and 2012, there 
will be the two option awards. 
These are extensions of the 
original contract; option one is 
worth $15 million and option two, 
$20 million. 

The Altair DDT&€E contract is 
expected in 2013.

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Good vibrations hit the ice 


Developing technology-intensive products lets Cox & Co remain on Long Island 


Re economics and green 
ambitions are increasingly 
driving the aerospace industry to 
Long Island in search of the tar- 
geted technologies created, built 
and delivered by Cox & Compa- 
ny. Cox is a New York-based pro- 
vider of temperature control and 
ice-protection systems. 

Wholly owned by its 135 em- 
ployees under a stock ownership 
plan, Cox’s products include 
cabin, cockpit, galley and water 
line heating systems for civil and 
military aircraft. 

The company was founded by 
Duncan Cox in New York City in 
1947 to make heaters. A friend to 
such aeronautical industry lumi- 
naries as Howard Hughes, Leroy 
Grumman and Igor Sikorsky, Cox 
eventually placed products on 
such high-technology applica- 
tions as the Apollo lunar landing 
module and Boeing jet aircraft. 

Its product line evolved over 
time and ice protection is now its 
fastest-growing segment. 


ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY 

Cox designs and builds tradition- 
al electrothermal systems and 
now advanced _ technology 
electromagnetic expulsion sys- 
tems (EMEDS). These vibration- 
based anti-icing systems are on a 
small but growing number of 
business jets, unmanned aircraft, 
helicopters and military aircraft. 

EMEDS and future variations, 
including thermal-assisted 
EMEDS (TMEDS), may be the 
best candidates for commercial 
aircraft leading-edge ice protec- 
tion as airframers look to reduce 
operating costs, emissions and 
fuel burn by cutting down on the 
use of engine bleed air. 

The aim for such systems 
would be approval for an 
equipped aircraft to operate con- 
tinuously in icing conditions. 

The Boeing 787 is taking a step 
forward by using a GKN-built 
electrothermal slat heating sys- 
tem rather than bleed air for wing 
leading edge ice protection. But 
Cox claims TMEDS could use “an

order of magnitude” less power 
than the GKN system. “This is 
where we believe the future of ice 
protection lies,” says Cox presi- 
dent Steve Landry. “The market 
is validating that very quickly.” 
Along with two current and 
several pending business jet ap- 
plications, EMEDS is being used 
on the US Navy’s Boeing P-8A 
Poseidon, for raked wing exten- 
sion and tail surface ice protec- 
tion, and broad-area maritime 
surveillance Northrop Grumman 
Global Hawk-based unmanned 
aerial surveillance programmes. 
The company is working to ex- 
pand its products greatly in the 
commercial aviation arena, in 
part through a co-operative agree- 
ment it has with Saab Aerospace 
to evaluate EMEDS and TMEDS 
on Airbus aircraft as part of the 
manufacturer’s Clean Sky efforts. 
Cox is looking down the prod- 
uct line as well as up. Its engi- 
neers are developing prototype 
ice-protection systems geared to 
the middle- to low-end general 
aviation market, a sector plagued 
by icing-related accidents. 
Despite the growing workload, 
Landry intends to preserve Cox’s 
small company feel. Its 8,400m2 
(90,400ft?) “completely self-con- 
tained” facility on Long Island 
includes the 4,647m?2 LeClerc 
icing research laboratory, com- 
plete with two global experts on 


icing, large-scale autoclaves for 
composites it builds for heating 
and ice-protection systems, and 
environmental test facilities. 
Annual revenue is “less than” 
$50 million, but a wave of new 
sales starting in the second half of 
2010 should raise revenue and 
employee numbers to 200 or more 
in the next three to four years, says 
Landry. Many workers are Long 
Island natives who are returning 
after launching their professional 
careers elsewhere, he adds. 


REVENUE GROWTH 

Although sales are expected to be 
“flat” this year and in most of 
2010, Landry projects revenue 
growth of 25% a year for five years 
starting in 2011, based on pro- 
grammes in development that will 
begin production in 2011-13. 

Landry intends to keep the 
company relatively small and 
steeped heavily in technology 
rather than production. “We 
wouldn’t survive making com- 
modity products, and certainly 
not on Long Island,” he says. 

“We are a producer of technol- 
ogy with a tremendous amount of 
intellectual property and propri- 
etary processes. It’s difficult and 
demanding, but that’s our busi- 
ness model.”

When he says big “commercial planes”

the $250-350 [million] range.” That $350 mil- 
lion is for the prototype WK2 and SS2, all the 
equipment needed at the company’s commer- 
cial launch site, New Mexico’s Spaceport 
America, and one more operational mother- 
ship and four SpaceShip Twos. 

On 25 March the prototype WK2, called 
Virgin MotherShip Eve, had its third test flight 
that lasted more than 2h 30min. Virgin Galac- 
tic refuses to give any details about its test- 
flight programme, but it has said that eight 
tests were completed during the flight. That 
third flight came seven weeks after the second 
test on 5 February. Between the two, Eve’s 
vertical stabiliser fins can be seen to have been 
modified. Flight International had reported 
that witnesses to its 21 December 2008 maid- 
en flight had noticed some yaw instability. 
The prototype SS2 is expected to be attached 
to Eve for carry flight tests this year. 

If the prototypes can not be used commer- 
cially the contract will increase to three carrier 
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aircraft and six spaceships. The spaceline also 
has an option to buy a further seven SS2s 
under the original deal, first signed with Vir- 
gin Galactic’s vehicle developer, the Mojave 
air and spaceport-based company Scaled 
Composites. But now that contract is with the 
Virgin group, Scaled joint venture The Space- 
ship Company. Such a scale of investment 
may not seem unknown for the owner of Vir- 
gin Atlantic, but the risk is that development 
costs spiral and become a funding black hole.

“We don’t want to be in this position, we’re 
not happy with it,” Whitehorn says about Vir- 
gin group’s status as both manufacturer and 
operator. “If there was a manufacturer out there 
and we were just the customer, we would have 
been happy with that. It would have been more 
akin to the [airline] models we know. Becom- 
ing a manufacturer has been going back in his- 
tory. Howard Hughes was a great example [ofa 
manufacturer who was an airline].” 
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Scaled developed for Microsoft founder Paul 
Allen the SpaceShipOne and WhiteKnight I 
vehicles that in 2004 won the Ansari X Prize 
when SS1 became the first spacecraft to reach 
space twice in two weeks. Some of the technol- 
ogy intellectual property used for SS2 is al- 
ready owned by Allen and the rest will be The 
Spaceship Company’s and Scaled’s. Whitehorn 
cites Scaled as the key to what he describes as a 
huge cost saving. “If you had given a project 
like this to a Boeing or EADS or Lockheed 
[Martin] or Northrop Grumman and done it in 
the classic military sense we would have been 
looking at a considerably higher cost.” 

Such a bill may not have reached the €1 bil- 
lion ($1.32 billion) price tag EADS Astrium 
put on its own suborbital space jet develop- 
ment project, but even Virgin’s $350 million 
investment looks ambitious in a worldwide 
credit drought. But Whitehorn is sanguine 
about Virgin’s financial commitment to the 
project: “We live in a real world, we live in 
uncharted territory, so I wouldn’t ever say it 
[getting cut off] won’t happen but I would cer- 
tainly say at the moment [Virgin group has] 
been incredibly supportive.” 

His explanation is that the Virgin group 
thought a recession was coming and scaled 
back its investments. Virgin Galactic is now 
the group’s only large-scale investment.

Blue Origin 

In 2005 Flight International report- 
ed that Amazon.com founder Jeff 
Bezos’s Blue Origin could fly in 
2008. A 2006 US Federal Aviation 
Administration assessment de- 
scribed his New Shepard rocket as 
a three-person, crew-arrying 15m 
(49ft)-tall rocket with flights in 
2010. Very secretive flight testing 
was to begin in 2006, but Blue 
Origin has revealed only its 13 
November 2007 Goddard technol- 
ogy demonstrator launch. In 
October 2008 the company said it 
expected unmanned commercial 
science experiment flights in 2014 
and manned flights in 2012. 
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Only Xcor’s Mark 2 gets to space 


Xcor Aerospace 

Announcing its first customer — 
Danish-born London financier Per 
Wimmer — in December 2008, Xcor 
Aerospace unveiled the rocket-pow- 
ered aircraft concept it calls Lynx in 
March of that year. Based at 
Mojave air and spaceport in 
California, the company’s Mark 1 
Lynx will go to 61km (37.8 miles) 
while Mark 2 has an apogee of 
110km. Xcor has estimated that in 
total the project will cost $17 mil- 
lion. Undisclosed private invest- 
mentis helping develop and 
testfire its 5K18 engine. Xcor is 
also exploring potential military ap- 
plications for suborbital technology.

Armadillo Aerospace 

A prototype vertical take-off and 
landing (VTOL) vehicle could be 
built this year by Armadillo 
Aerospace, but funding is now more 
imited after the collapse of the 
2008 Rocket Racing, Armadillo and 
New Mexico government announce- 
ment. It set out a joint venture to 
deliver a reusable VTOL vehicle, 
aunch site and financing for a third 
party to operate a $100,000-a-seat 
service. Armadillo’s owner, video 
game entrepreneur John Carmack, 
has invested more than $4 million 
so far. Last year Armadillo won a 
$350,000 Northrop Grumman 
Lunar Lander Challenge prize.

Space tourism’s second tier 
There are a number of contenders 
that have fallen behind. After spend- 
ing $24 million on development — 
including a $15 million Oklahoma 
tax credit - Rocketplane is perform- 
ing computer-based analysis and 
seeking funds. In 2006 US orbital 
tourism provider Space Adventures 
unveiled a suborbital deal with 
Russian industry and govemment. 
To have been launched from 
Singapore and Dubai, it ended after 
one year. EADS Astrium’s space jet, 
unveiled in 2007, has had its devel- 
opment slowed after shortfalls in 
raising funds to meet its estimated 
€1 billion ($1.34 billion) cost. 
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What Virgin knows best, market research, 
has been the basis for the decision to start and 
maintain that investment when there was no 
known spaceline business model to help set a 
path through the current crisis. Whitehorn de- 
scribes that research as “absolutely crucial” 
and typically lacking in aerospace: “Every- 
thing has been engineering-led that people 
have done in the past,” says Whitehorn. 

That marketing was possible because the 
public response to Sir Richard Branson’s Sep- 
tember 2004 Virgin Galactic launch saw the 
company gain a “small cadre” of customers. 
Virgin Galactic and Scaled had discussed a 
commercial SS1 and Branson announced at 
the 2004 launch a first flight in 2007. The 
commercial SS1 idea was then dumped when 
the “small cadre” put an emphasis on floating 
around in the cabin. Looking back on the SS1 
idea, Whitehorn now thinks “we could have 
been flying by now [2009]”. The decision to 
abandon the flight-proven SS1 and instead 
develop the larger SpaceShip Two and its car- 
rier aircraft has meant a substantially longer 
and costlier development period. 

And like SpaceShipOne the SS2 in-service 
date has slipped, by a year about every 18 
months since SS1 was dropped. Last year saw 
2010 become the new in-service date. White- 
horn now avoids dates and only talks of de- 
velopment milestones “all tracking good”. 

But he insists that the cadre had led to “a 
business plan we could evidence and it 
looked like we could fund the [larger] vehi- 
cles. I think we have sold more tickets as a re- 
sult [of SS2] and we hope to sell 700 tickets by 
the time we are flying commercially.” 

Because SS2 would be so much larger than 
SS1, its carrier aircraft’s capability had to in- 


crease, “allowing us to internally think of the 
vehicle as a Boeing 747 as opposed to a Con- 
corde”. Whitehorn says the 747 was a success 
because Boeing designed it to operate as a 
freighter as well as a passenger aircraft. “I 
think that is where we think we are getting 
with SS2 and WK2, something that has a 
workhorse role. With WhiteKnight we have 
built in other capabilities, the other fuselage 
[can carry] lots of scientific equipment so 
there is a market for it there. It also has a ca- 
pacity to lift a higher payload to a higher alti- 
tude,” referring to the proposed satellite orbit- 
ing LauncherOne rocket. 

The spaceship and its mothership, in 
Whitehorn’s eyes, could become technology 
demonstrators. “These vehicles will provide 
some amazing data on large-scale composites. 
Because of the flying regime we are going to 
learn a lot more than ever before in a practical 
sense,” he says. 

In October 2002 consultancy Futron pub- 
lished a space travel study forecasting that by 
2021 “over 15,000 passengers could be flying 
[suborbitally] annually, representing revenues 
in excess of $700 million”. Seven years on, 
Whitehorn is confident Futron got it broadly 
right: “I think the market is around that 
number of people over 10 years and in the 
$100,000-200,000 capacity.” After selling 
hundreds of tickets, Virgin Galactic’s London- 
based sales and marketing arm reported an 
after-tax profit of £136,400 ($193,000) in the 
first publicly available accounts. 

This September will be the fifth anniversa- 
ry of Branson’s launch, but Whitehorn is still 
focused firmly on the future. “I don’t think 
there is anyone now who would disagree with 
the idea that we will do space tourism.”

irgin Galactic wants astronauts that were 

airline pilots with military fast jet experi- 
ence and is looking to its Virgin group sister 
companies such as Atlantic, America and 
Blue for recruits. 

With a prediction of one flight a week in the 
first year of service, those selected will be part 
ofa six-pilot mission team, under the existing 
concept of operations. That sees two pilot as- 
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SpaceShip Two 
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tronauts in SpaceShip Two, another two in 
WhiteKnight Two, one in the chase aircraft 
and one in mission control. 

Today Virgin Galactic’s pilot team numbers 
four — all British and all drawn from Virgin 
Atlantic. It includes David Mackay, the space- 
line’s chief test pilot, Alistair Hoy, its chief 
training pilot, Stephen Johnson, its chief pilot, 
and Virgin group special projects director 
Alex Tai, a former Virgin Atlantic captain. 

Vehicle developer Scaled Composites’ pi- 
lots Peter Siebold and Brian Binnie, who 
earned his astronaut wings flying Space- 
ShipOne into space in 2004, are working with 
Virgin Galactic. 

Siebold is now flying the WK2 prototype 
Virgin MotherShip Eve, while Tai and 
Mackay, who first flew the SS1 simulator in 
2004, have used SS2’s simulator to provide 
feedback on the pilot interface. 

“I go in there and fly it and comment on 
things and my comments are incorporated 


[into] symbology — what information is dis- 
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played and how you access that,” Mackay, 
told Flight International in March. 

The SS2 does not have fly-by-wire and so 
the stick and pedal feedback the pilots get 
from the simulated airloads is “an important

characteristic”, says Mackay. He is visiting 
Scaled on a monthly basis overseeing the test- 
vehicle programme. He adds: “I hope to get 
involved [with the test flying] soon.” Mackay 
explains that to avoid the US technology ex- 
port rules his involvement avoids aspects of 
S82, including its rocket motor, that are regu- 
lated by the US International Traffic in Arms 


Regulation. Under US law a foreign national 
even seeing ITAR technical information is 
deemed an export. 

Through his test-flight role, Mackay is sup- 
porting Hoy’s pilot training development. Pi- 
lots will experience 4g on ascent and up to 7g 
on descent on a daily basis. Hoy and Johnson 
were both in the UK Royal Air Force Red Ar- 
rows display team and they regularly pulled 
+6g to -3g in manoeuvres. 

For flight testing, Mackay expects the proto- 
type SS2 to have fixed-rake rather than in- 
clined seats despite the g-loads expected. 
With no centrifuge experience, all Mackay’s 
g-force experience has been in fast jets and of 
the expected g-loads Mackay is sanguine: 
“When you're doing it regularly it is not such 
a big deal, the body adapts to it.” 

Virgin Galactic is predicting SS2 flight test- 
ing will begin in the second half of this year. 
Mackay has sat in that prototype vehicle dur- 
ing its construction, “I’ve been in the cockpit, 
itis coming together.”

Tourism 
starts here 


The state of New Mexico has a 
$225 million ambition to turn a 
remote location into the natural 
home of personal spaceflight

0: 31 December 2008 the New Mexico gov- 
ernment signed a 20-year lease agreement 
with Virgin Galactic. The agreement enabled 
the final release of state funds for Spaceport 
America’s construction, a project with an esti- 
mated cost of $225 million. 

The lease ensures that Virgin Galactic’s 
world headquarters will be in the southern US 
state and it is one of four spaceports the space- 
line plans to use. 

The New Mexico lease signing followed the 
awarding of the spaceport’s launch licence by 
the US Federal Aviation Administration for 
vertical launches. But a separate licence is 
needed for ascents using a runway, which Vir- 
gin Galactic needs. In the nearer term, the 
spaceport’s ground-breaking ceremony is 
scheduled for June. A hangar and terminal 
building should be completed next year, but 
companies already operating at the site in- 
clude Lockheed Martin and UP Aerospace. 

The other two spaceports Virgin Galactic 
will use are California’s Mojave air and space- 
port, where Scaled Composites is developing 
the spaceline’s two vehicles, SpaceShip Two 
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New Mexico’s $225 million Spaceport 
America is to break ground in June 


and WhiteKnight Two, and Spaceport Swe- 
den. Mojave is where SS2 will fly into space 
for its test campaign, but the spaceport’s origi- 
nal 2004 five-year launch licence was for a 
limited number of launches to accommodate 
SpaceShipOne’s X Prize campaign. Mojave 
submitted its application to renew that five- 
year licence on 13 March and is expecting it 
to be approved by 17 June, the date the origi- 
nal licence expires. The new licence applica- 
tion gave a specific number of SS2 test flights, 
but Mojave’s operations manager, Bob Rice 
told Flight International: “I can not disclose 
the number.” 

Mojave and Spaceport America are mem- 
bers of the Personal Spaceflight Federation 
that is lobbying the US Congress for funding 
for the space transport infrastructure match- 
ing grants programme, created by Congress in 
the 1990s but never funded. The programme 
would provide infrastructure assistance that 
airports already get. 

Aping New Mexico’s national ambitions, 
Spaceport Sweden is based at Swedish 
Space’s Esrange Space Centre near the coun- 
try’s northernmost town of Kiruna. 

A sounding rocket launch site, like New 
Mexico Kiruna is sparsely populated and 
local government sees space tourism as a new 
source of revenue. Last month a Spaceport 
Sweden official predicted Virgin Galactic 
flights from 2012. Virgin Galactic’s other 
spaceport hope is RAF Lossiemouth in Scot- 
land. Whitehorn wants to operate from his na- 
tive country: “You would see a really good 
Britain from there and see Norway.”

US space law says spaceflight 
tourists will go aloft with their 
eyes wide open to the risks of an 
all-new technology

S law regulating commercial human 

spaceflight dates to 2004 and the Com- 
mercial Space Launch Amendments Act 
(CSLAA), created to balance the needs of pub- 
lic safety with the technological immaturity of 
a tourism industry that did not yet exist. 

In December last year a review of that law 
made a no-change recommendation to the US 
Congress, which otherwise would have had to 
act in accord with a 2012 sunset clause in the 
2004 Act. 

Had that sunset clause kicked in, it would 
have seen additional rules and might have 
ended the informed consent principle. Today 
this principle underpins the CSLAA, which 
defines space tourists as “spaceflight partici- 
pants” and states that they fly in an “environ- 
ment of informed consent”. 

That means the tourist is given documented 
evidence of the risks, which are also ex- 
plained to them verbally, and they are re- 
quired to sign a document indicating they 
have understood the risks before they can fly. 

Informed consent is needed because the in- 
dustry’s technological immaturity means the 
US government is not prepared to certificate 
space vehicles as it would aircraft. The safety 
study was, in part, to determine whether the 
industry had advanced and needed new rules. 
It found that no change was needed and so in- 
formed consent and the rules it underpins for 
the foreseeable future stay. 


CONSENT WAIVER 

Informed consent is given through a form 
known as a waiver, as signatories waive their 
rights to litigation. Tourists agree that they 
will not sue the operator in the event of an ac- 
cident because they accept the risks. It is an 
approach legislated for already by some US 
states for extreme sports. “This isn’t too dis- 
similar to the waivers people sign for climbing 
Mount Everest,” Virgin Galactic president 
Will Whitehorn says. 

And Virginia and Florida have passed laws 
giving spaceline operators immunity from liti- 
gation where waivers are used — but not from 
criminal prosecution where an operator has 
been negligent. While litigants in the USA 
have the right to sue in a court outside the 
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state in which the company or its operations 
are based, that other court would be at federal 
level. According to Virginia Space Flight Au- 
thority executive director Billie Reed the 
CSLAA and its informed consent principle 
would then be applied. 

With Virgin Galactic aiming for a 2010 start 
in New Mexico at its Spaceport America, that 
state is preparing to pass an immunity law. 
“Spaceport America will pursue the liability 
legislation in the upcoming sessions. There 
may be a special session later in 2009. The 
next official legislative session is in January 
2010. New Mexico’s legislation will be similar 
to the Virginia and Florida legislation,” says 
New Mexico Spaceport Authority executive 
director Steve Landeene. 

Whitehorn also expects California to pass a 
similar law in future. But he is aware of the 
limitations: “The history of waivers is not 
good. Informed consent has worked quite well 
in scuba diving, but in other industries it 
hasn’t. You still have to build your business 
on the basis [that] those protections don’t exist 
because you're talking about people’s lives. 
That is the commercial aviation background 
coming to the fore.” 

Before anyone signs a waiver, the US Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration is to issue ex- 
perimental permits for testing space tourism 
vehicles and commercial operations are ena- 
bled by a licence. 

But Virgin Galactic’s plans for European 
launch sites in Sweden and Scotland face a 
potentially more complicated legal situation. 
“We identified Sweden as the easiest place to 
go to in Europe. It’s got legislation, a history 
with sounding rockets,” says Whitehorm.

However, sounding rockets may not be ap- 
plicable to SpaceShip Two. The European 
Aviation Safety Agency concluded in a pre- 
liminary study last year that existing rules that 
apply to all its member states can be applied 
to SS2. Whitehorn admits he has not spoken 
to EASA yet and says: “It will be interesting to 
see whether this is done at a national or pan- 
European level.” 

But for now, he says, “the good thing about 
this [is] we have a regulatory regime. It is in its 
infancy, its going to take the private operator 
working with the FAA to begin commercial 
flight, but we do have a process.”

Danish-born financier Per Wimmer and US actress Victoria Principal are set for space 
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WANTED: HIGH NET-WORTH SPACE ENTHUSIASTS 


When looking for customers, how do you find 
the spaceflight enthusiasts among the world’s 
10 million or thereabouts US dollar millionaires? 

Virgin Galactic president Will Whitehorn is not 
entirely sure: “I don’t think we have yet cracked 
it. We're learning as we go along. We have Sir 
Richard Branson, who is constantly travelling, 
doing public speaking, he meets people, they 
are fascinated.” 

One of his first 100 customers — or “found- 
ers” in Virgin speak — is Danish-born London- 
based financier Per Wimmer, who agrees the 
sales challenge is significant: “It will take good 
marketing and efforts to identify the right high 
networth [individuals].” 

Another customer is US actress Victoria 
Principal, one of four celebrities known to have 
signed up, including Stephen Hawking and film 
director Brian Singer. To date the spaceline has 
found about 300 customers and they have de- 
posited $40 million. 

“Most of the sales have been in the last 11 
months. We are now selling at least three or 
four a month. We got from 100 to 300 in the 
last 11 months and we are reasonably confident 
[of reaching 700],” adds Whitehorn. 

He says that 40% of his customers are pilots: 
male and female, qualified leisure pilots, single 
engine or twin, and some have jet ratings. And 
that gives the company one easy point of refer- 
ence, the Experimental Aircraft Association’s 
AirVenture annual event, which is held in 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin. 

“I've got what | call the Oshkosh factor,” 


Whitehorn says. “[itis] an interesting group of 
potential customers. They say...when we see it 
flying into Oshkosh we'll buy.” So this year Virgin 
Galactic is flying its carrier aircraft prototype 
WhiteKnight Two into Oshkosh on the air show's 
first day, 27 July. 

Another reason for the caution, Whitehorn 
makes Clear, is that previous space travel prom- 
ises have been broken and customers lost mon-

ey. Whitehorn’s solution for that is to put “a big 
brand [like Virgin] behind it” and fund it inde- 
pendently of deposits, so “people know they're 
getting their money back if we don’t succeed”. 

For those customers not at Oshkosh, Virgin 
Galactic is setting up a global travel agents net- 
work, including recent appointments in 
Scandinavia. The agents routinely deal with high 
net-worth individuals. Ramped up over the past 
four months. they are delivering half of all ticket 
sales and 50 agents have experienced the SS2 
flight profile in a centrifuge. “We give them a lot 
of training on the safety. We are particularly con- 
cerned there is no misselling,” says Whitehorn 
— because if customers want their money back, 
the agents lose their commission.

C-Land Part 3 M-Z. The selection criterion has been to 
list operators with one or more aircraft with more than 
19 seats. Where justified by significance of service or 
national carrier status, airlines operating aircraft with 
fewer than 19 seats are listed, as are some helicopter 
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companies that operate a significant number of 
scheduled passenger services. The listing includes 
scheduled or charter cargo operators. 

The directory includes, where possible, non-jet 
commuter and regional operators that meet the inclusion 
criteria, but is not a complete guide to air-taxi services. 

Data incorporated in the directory is correct up to 
early 2009, and includes contact details/addresses and 
where relevant the airline’s three-character International 
Civil Aviation Organisation airline designator code in () 
and the two-character IATA code in []. Also included are 
telephone and fax numbers (including international 
dialling codes), partners and shareholders, senior 
executives and fleet data. A brief description and history 


is provided where appropriate. 

An airline is defined as having ceased operations if it 
is believed to have shut down permanently, rather than 
suspended flights. 

Fleet data, correct to early 2009, including in-service 
(but not parked aircraft) and firm orders — shown in () — 
for turbine-powered aircraft, is sourced from Flight’s 
ACAS database — for more information visit flightglobal.

Lessons from Spanair accident 


You report that a circuit breaker in the in the crashed Spanair 
Boeing MD-82 had been intentionally tripped by the maintenance 
crew to isolate a faulty component (Flight International, 31 March-6 
April). This also disabled the take-off configuration warning and illus- 
trates yet another human error with catastrophic results. 

Some aircraft operators are only just realising that a safety man- 
agement system also applies to the maintenance department, not 
just flight operations. Sadly, it takes a Spanair type incident for the 
penny to drop with the management —- the tombstone imperative. An 
acceptable, relevant safety management system emphasises 
proactive actions as well as reactive. 

Spanair should check that any cockpit item that is unserviceable 
or made unserviceable must be labelled so that all can see. This 
was one of the primary lessons that came out of the Piper Alpha 


disaster.

WORK EXPERIENCE PATRICK HALLER 


A sustainable future at Thomson 


Patrick Haller is a fuel manager at Thomson Airways. He is managing the implementation of the emission 
trading scheme at the airline and is closely involved with performance monitoring at the UK carrier 


How did you get into the 
aviation business? 

My current role came right out of 
the left field. I majored in finance 
and thought I would be a finance 
controller one day. Now lam 
looking at charts and flight 
plans... but it didn’t take long to 
fall in love with this industry. 
How did you get started? 

After studying International 
Business at a German university, 
Ijoined the graduate scheme at 
Thomson parent TUI in 2006. I 
had already spent three semes- 
ters all over the world and want- 
ed to explore working in another 
foreign country. So I moved to 
the UK for three months to start 
an assignment as a financial ana- 
lyst for the airline’s fuel conser- 
vation programme. I really en- 
joyed working in the airline 
business and wanted to get to 
know the commercial side, so I 
completed three months in reve- 
nue management. Those six 
months in two very different 
fields of an airline convinced me 
to start as fuel manager for 
Thomson Airways in late 2007. 
What's involved in a typical 
week’s work for you? 

Mainly meetings! I am in regular 
contact with the fuel conserva- 
tion champions in flight opera- 
tions, ground operations, cus- 
tomer services and engineering. 
Additionally, I am working 
closely with finance and IT to en- 
sure that we have the best data 
available for our performance 
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Haller: making good use of his financial background at Thomson Airways 


monitoring. And as we are a big 
group containing airlines in Bel- 
gium, France, Germany, the 
Netherlands and Sweden, we 
share best practices among each 
other. I really enjoy this interna- 
tional aspect of my job. When I 
am at my desk, I analyse our per- 
formance or work on new busi- 
ness cases. Here my financial 
knowledge comes in handy. 

Of course, there are always 
projects running next to the day- 
to-day activities. Projects in the 
past have included the imple- 
mentation of IT systems. Present 
projects range from the emission 
trading scheme to business cases 
around avionics and mainte- 
nance activities. We have also 
built a successful relationship 
with air traffic control provider 
NATS and have regular meetings

with them trying to make the UK 
airspace more efficient. 

The greatest thing is that no 
week is ever the same. And as 
the pressure on the airline indus- 
try will not ease off, I do not ex- 
pect my job to become boring in 
the future. 

How has the economy affected 
your role within your business? 
You might think that the de- 
crease in fuel price took away 
some pressure. But fuel always 
will be one of our biggest expen- 


ditures and we need to keep a 
close eye on this cost. My role is 
to ensure that the larger strategic 
projects have a sustainable im- 
pact on our performance. Addi- 
tionally, with the ETS on the ho- 
rizon, we will keep the foot on 
the pedal to drive our fuel con- 
servation programme further. 
What has been your greatest 
success? 
When I joined, Thomson Airways 
had started many small initia- 
tives, but we struggled to co-ordi- 
nate and measure the success of 
these projects initially. Now we 
have fuel conservation champi- 
ons in key departments, a flight- 
crew fuel team, a regular fuel 
forum with the board and a much 
better understanding of our per- 
formance. In the past year, I have 
undertaken a programme of talks 
with our pilots and management 
teams to ensure emissions and 
fuel management are at the fore- 
front of all our activities. 
And your greatest challenge? 
Coming from the financial world, 
the aviation industry was all 
Greek to me. [had to quickly un- 
derstand the technical detail be- 
hind our flight operation to be 
able to successfully influence be- 
haviours and procedures. 

Due to the diversity of my role 
I keep learning every day and 
need to have a desire to embrace 
new challenges as they arise.
